Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 -9, 1 9-26 and 37-38 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 

closest prior art of record Morzv . teaches using a group bitmap index for fast search. 

The reasons for allowance of these claims are that the prior art of record neither 
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anticipates, nor renders obvious the recited combination as a whole, including the 
limitations being indicated in independent claims 1 , 1 9 or 37 as implementing within a 
database using bitsets to represent relationships between entities allowing for integrity 
of the relationships and enhanced querying, among other things. 

Dependent claims 2-9, 20-26 and 38 are allowable at least for the reasons 
recited above including all the limitations of the allowable independent base claim upon 
which they depend.
